A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and Applicant's representative reviewed the figures in the 
exhibit to help to explain the key features of the invention, especially the features of the first and second primers and 
the specific combination of the turn back primer and the folded primer in the use of the primer set for amplification and 
detection of SNPs. The combination of the turn back primer and folded primer were contrasted with turn back primers 
used together. The differences between the instant invention and the prior art of Rabbani were also discussed, in 
particular that Rabbani at most teaches a turn back primer, but does not teach a folded primer.
